Debenture By-Law 
No. 114 


A BY-LAW OF THE 
GRANUM to authorize 
of Cement Sidewalks on Dufferir 
Street and Second Avenue, and t 
provide for borrowing the sum of 
$3,000.00, upon Debentures to pay 
for the same. 

WHEREAS it is expedient for the 
Town of Granum to build cement 
sidewalks as hereinbefore set out. 

AND WHERAS, the estimated 
eost of such sidewalks is $3,000.00. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose 
aforesaid, it is necessary to borrow 
the sum of $3,000.00 on the credit of 
the Municipality at large and 
issue debentures therefor as here- 
inafter provided, which is the 
amount of the debt intended to be 
the proceeds 
of the said debentures to be applied 
for the purpose aforesaid and for no 
other. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
to make the principal of the said 
debt repayable in fifteen consecu- 
tive annual instalments in such a 
manner that the annual! instalments 
of principal and interest shall be as 
nearly as possible equal in each year

during which the debentures are to 
run. 


AND WHEREAS it will be neces-

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property of the 
said Town of Granum, according to 
the last revised assessment roll 
$303,620.00,

Improvement Debt secured by 
special assessment therefor, is 
$4,586.19 (not including the amount 
of the debentures for school pur 
poses) and no part of the principal! 
and interest is in arrears. 

NOW THEREFORE THE MUN 
ICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE TOWN 
OF GRANUM, ENACTS AS FOL 
LOWS: 

1, The Town of Granum shall 
build cement sidewalks on Dufferin

Street, and Second Avenue, as the 
Council may deem expedient, 
2. That for the purpose «fore 


said there shall be borrowed on the 
credit of the town of Granum at 
large, the sum of $3,000.00 and de- 
bentures of the town of Granum 
shall be issued therefor in sums of 
not less than $100.00, bearing 
interest at the rate of seven per 
cent per annum, payable yearly, and 
have coupons attached thereto for 
the payment of the said interest. 

8. The debentures shal! all bear 


the same date and shall be issued 
within two years after the date on 
which this By-law is passed, and 
may bear any date within such two 
years and may be payable at any 
place in Canada, Great Britain, or 
the United States of America, and 
shall be payable in fifteen consecu- 
tive annual instalments, during the 
fifteen years next after the time 
when the same are issued and the 
amounts of the respective instal- 
ments of principal payable in each 
of such years shall be such that the 
instalments of principal and interest 
shall be as nearly as possible equal 
in each year during which the 
bentures are to run.

4. The Mayor of the Town shall 
sign and issue the debentures and 
interest coupons and the same shall 
be signed by the  Secretary- 
Treasurer of the town, and the de 
bentures shal] be sealed with the 


seal of the town, the signatures on 
the coupons attached to such de- 
bentures may be engraved or litho- 
graphed. 


5. During the fifteen years the 
currency of the debentures, the sum 
of $329.88 shall be raised annually 
for the payment of the debt and 
interest and shall be levied and 
raised annually by a special rate 
sufficient therefor, on al] rateable 
property of the Town at the same 
time and in the same manner as 
other rates, 

6. The debentures may contain 
any clause providing for the regis- 
tration thereof, authorized by the 
town Act, or any statute relating to 
the registration of town debentures 
in force at the time of the issu 
thereof. 


7. This By-Law shall take effect 


on the day of the final passing 
thereof. 
8. That the votes of the 


Burgesses of the said town shall be 
taken on this By-law on the 9th day 
of May A. D., 1930, commencing at 
the hour of ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon and continue until] n 
o'clock in the afternoon in the office 
of the Secretary-Treasurer at the 
said town of Granum, at which place 
the poll will be held by the Return- 
ing Officer appointed for the pur- 
pose of taking such vote. 

9. That on Tuesday the 
of May A. D., 1930, at the hour of 
ten o'clock in the forenoon, at the 
office of the Secretary-Treasurer in 
the said Town, the Mayor shall at- 
tend and, if requested, appoint by 
writing signed by him, two persons 
to attend at the final summing up 
of the votes by the said Returning 
Officer and one person to attend at 
each polling place on behalf of the 
persons interested in promoting the 
passing of this By-law. 

10. That the Returning 
shal] attend at his office in the said 
Town of Granum at the hour of 
seven (7) o'clock, in the afternoon 
of the said 13th day of May A. D., 
1930, to sum up the votes (number) 
given for and against this By-law.
